Fair Treatment for Railroads. 


President Wilson Deplores War, but 


Eulogizes Those Who Die as Heroes 


Congress has decided that the railroads must be paid more: 


for carrying the mails, and in view of the great increase m| 
mail'matter since the introduction of the parcel post, all fair- 
minded men will agree that some increase in compensation is 
in order. 


And in bringing about the readjustment an important 


change will be made. Heretofore the pay of railroads for car- 
rying mails has been based on weight, but hereafter it,is to be 
determined by the car space occupied. Compensation will he, 
1ixed for cars, half cars and quarter cars, and Ihe rale will be 
a certain amount per mile. This seems like a fair and equita- 
ble arrangement, notwithstanding the fact that the roads 
would prefer the retention of most of the features of the old 
plan. 
' "'• 


Since the introduction of the parcel post many of the roads 


have claimed that they were losing money on their mail con- 
tracts, but this is denied by the postal authorities, who assert 
that in some cases they were paid too much before. However 
this may be, the new arrangement should be made fair to the 
railroads and just to the government. The pay for carrying 
the mails should not be exorbitant, nor should the railroads be 
compelled to perform a service for which they are not ade- 
quately compensated. A square deal is what is called for, and 
this is what Congress will attempt to provide. 


The aggregate'annual cost of carrying the mails is expected 


under the'ne wschedule to be about £10,000,000 greater than 
at present. The roads now receive about $51,000,000 a year, 
exclusive of a slight increase for carrying parcel post matter, 
and under the new arrangement the payments will be in the 
neighborhood of SGo,000,000. 


That is a large amount of money, but Ihe amount of work 


to be done is large and the railroad is as.worthy of its hire as 
any other laborer. The people are willing to pay adequately 
for" this service, which is one of vast importance to all classes, 
and Congress is taking a proper step in bringing about a read- 
justment which will be fair and just to all. 
It was inevitable 


that with the development of the parcel post there would have 
to be a readjustment in the matter of pay, and it is well that 
the subject is to receive the attention it deserves. 
The rail- 


roads are entitled to fair treatment in this matter, and that they 
will receive. 


It is announced that the Empress of Ireland will not be 


raised from the bottom of the St. Lawrence river, and it re- 
mains to be seen how many of the 800 bodies that went down 
with the steamer and how "much of her valuable cargo will be 
recovered by divers. The depth at which the vessel lies will 
prove a serious obstacle to the work of recovery.
